Recipes for June 1, 1911. 
Burnt Almond Omelet. In a clean 


frying pan put one cupful and a half 
of granulated sugar and stand over a 
moderate 
fire. 
Stir 
with a 
metal 


spoon. The sugar as it heats will first 
become lumpy, like tapioca, then slow- 
ly melt. As it dissolves it will turn 
amber in color, then gradually darken. 
Do not allow it to deepen to more 
than the tint of moderately strong 
coffee. Stir often; then, when reduced 
to a clear 
syrup, 
pour in quickly 


three-quarters of a cupful of boiling 
water. Be careful that the syrup does 
not spatter on hands or face, or it 
will burn badly. Draw a little to one 
side and let cook slowly until it is a 
thick syrup, then keep hot Separate 
the yolks and white of five eggs. To 
the whites add a pinch of salt and beat 
to a stiff dry froth. 
Beat the yolks 


until very light and thick, then add 
five 
tablespoon fuls 
of the 
syrup 


Sprinkle this over the whites, mixing 
together very lightly. In the 
frying 


pan melt one tablespoonful of butter 
and in it cook two tablespoonfuls of 
chopped almonds until lightly colored 
Pour in the egg mixture and cook very 
slowly without any stirring, turning 
occasionally that the bottom may color 
evenly. When well set sprinkle the 
top with two tablespoonfuls more of 
almonds and place in a hot oven long 
enough to dry off tne top. 
Turn out 


carefully and pour the remainder of 
the syrup over the omelet, sending im- 
mediately to the table. 


Steak Florentine. Select a good cut 


of sirloin, wipe and trim as usual. In 
a frying pan slowly try out four or 
five slices of fafc salt pork until 
the 


pork is crisp and brown. Skim out 
the pieces and put aside. Add to the 
hot fat six onions quartered and sliced 
and cook very slowly for half an hour, 
by which time, they should be quite 
tender and a deep yellow, but not reni- 
Iv brown. 
Add ono cupful and a half 


of thin strained tomato, season well 
with red pepper, also salt to taste, 
cover 
and 
simmer thirty minutes 


longer. 
Broil 
the 
steak a« usual. 


Spread a thin layer of onions on a hot 
platter, on thia arrnnge 
the 
steak. 


Sprinkle with the remainder of

onions, cover clooely for three minute*,

THE ORIGiNOF 
ARTESIAN WATER 


Whence comes artesian water? It is 


believed by many persons that artesian 
water Is stored up in the depths of the 
earth in great reservoirs or exists as 
mysterious underground rivers which 
eventually find their way to the sur- 
f:iee. 
It is true that the water 
Is 


stored up in underground reservoirs, 
hut not as popularly supposed. With 
the exception of a few caverns of com- 
paratively small extent mich reservoirs 
bear no relation to open basins of the 
surface type, but are as a rule rock 
strata or masses in which the only 
opening are spaces between th« grains 
or along lines of solution, planes of 


jointing, cleavage, or bedding, or other 
fissures. 


The probable source of underground 


waters has been widely discussed, and 
while every one would doubtless agree 
that by far the greater part Is derived 
from rainfall, there is 
considerable 


variation of opinion as to the relative 
importance of the other sources, such 
as seepage or absorption of water from 
the ocean, or the release of otherwise 
unavailable waters in the earth's crust 
which have been set free by physical or 
chemical exclusion. 


Bulletin 319 of the United States 


Geological Survey, entitled "Summary 
of the Controlling Factors of the Arte- 
sian Flows," by Myron L. Fuller, dis- 
cusses the subject of the theory and 
behavior of artisan wells. A copy may 
be obtained on application to the Di- 
rector of the Survey at Washington.

DON' TSPRAY WHILE IN BLOOM 
«J PRATING while in bloom not only kills 
*-» the bees and other Insects that are 
necessary to carry pollen from flower to 
flower, and thus results in lessening the crop. 
Not only this, but it has been proven that 
effective and satisfactory results in the con- 
trol of pests cannot be obtained by spraying 
while In bloom for two reasons: First, there 
are no pests that must be treated by spray- 
ing in this time; second, the stamens or 
threadlike organs In the flower flll the calyx 
cup to such an extent while In bloom that 
the poison does not readily enter the cup, 
and the codling' moth, which later enters at 
this place, is not controlled or destroyed 
so surely as though the spraying were done 
after the blossoms have withered or fallen. 


The chief pest for which spraying is done 


shortly after blooming Is the codling moth, 
which makes the wormy pome fruits, or ap- 
ples, pears and quinces. For this two pounds 
of arsenate of lead 'should be used In each 
fifty gallons of liquid, whether this be water, 
of the bordeaux mixture, or the extra-dilute 
lime-sulphur solution. To avoid killing, the 
bees, as well as to avoid Injury to the blos- 
soms by the action of the spray liquid, and 
Insure the penetration of the liquid to the 
place where it is needed, the spraying should 
be done only after the blossoms falL To In- 
sure greater efficiency it can be repeated in 
about a week or two after the first applica- 
tion. 


We are coming to recognise more and 


more the importance of the honey bee, not 
only as a producer of a most delicious and 
healthful food for mankind, but as an eesen- 


~ Ual agency to profitable fruit growing. Our 


most extensive and successful orchardists 
make every effort to keep bees in or near 
their orchards. There are many kinds of 
fruit that would not be fructified or fertilised 
If they were not planted near other varieties, 
and it some agency were not effective In 
carrying the pollen from one to the other. 
It has been proven that large blocks of al- 
most any kind of fruit are not nearly as 
productive as are those planted In stripe of 
a few rows each, alternated with other va- 
rieties. 


This shows the necessity of mankind co- 
operating with nature in providing for the 
transferring of pollen or flower dust from 
one blossom to another. It la a very thought- 
less person who would spray while In bloom 
and thus destroy the most useful adjunct to 
fruit growing, vie,, the bees. In insuring this 
natural and necessary transmission of pollen. 


Fortunately recent definite legislation in 


Pennsylvania Is provided against the prac- 
tice of spraying while in bloom.—By Pro- 
fessor H. A. Surface.

BROOD MARES AND FOALS 


to b* comfortable during the night The stall 
should at all times be kept clean and well 
bedded, but especially so at the time of par- 
turition. If truly known, the source of naval 
trouble In foals Is generally due to a dirty 
•table or yard. 
As a safeguard against 
"navel disease." besides being scrupulously 
clean, the navel should be tied and treated 
with a strong disinfectant, such a« a solu- 
tion of carbolic acid. 


If the season of the year and ether ex- 
isting conditions permit, mares may well be 
allowed to foal on grassy which lessens the 
danger of Infection. 


In developing the youngsters, the first 
question to be settled Is "when to start feed- 
Ing them." 
The answer to this question 
varies with the conditions. If the foal come* 
in the spring. It may well do without grain 
for the earlier part of the season, provided 
the mother is a "fro* milker," not required as 
a work horse, and allowed the run of a good 
pasture of blue grass or clover and timothy. 
However, a small grain ration for both mare 
and foal wfll aid materially in the develop- 
ment ef the latter. Th« foals should be given 
a chance to learn to eat grain before the sea- 
con of poor pastures, for the scant supply of 
grass and milk must be supplemented by 
grain. 


If there is only a small number of mares, 


iy three or four, In the pasture, the feed 


boxes may be arranged far enough apart to 
prevent any fighting. If the number of mare* 


!• larger, or there are horses in the pasture 
for which the increased ration is not desired, 
then the mares should be taken up to be fed. 
It Is here that the foal will learn to eat 
It 


has learned to eat grass by running In the 


pasture with It* mother, ana will soon learn 
to nibble grain from the feed box if given 
the chance. At first only a small amount of 
grain will be required to satisfy Its appetlte> 
but very soon an extra allowance must b* 
made. 
This should be gradually increased 
until weaning time. 


Now if it is necessary for the mare to 


work while suckling her foal, the proposition 
will be somewhat different. 
Having had 


two or three weeks' rest after foaling, she 
may be put back into the harness, at first 
doing only light work, and for only half a 
day at a time. The foal should be allowed 
to nurse once In the middle of the half day 
for the first week. 


While the mare Is at work, the foal should 


be kept in a roomy, clean, well-lighted stall 
or paddock. If possible, two or more foals 
should be kept in the paddock together, 
where they soon become acquainted, and are 
much company for each other. 


Great care should be taken not to let the 


foal nurse while the mare Is too warm. She 
should be milked nearly dry on coming to the 
stable, left to eat hay until cool enough for a 
drink of water, then taken to her own stall 
to eat her grain, and to allow the foal to 
suckle. Either too much milk at one time 
or milk from the dam when in heated condi- 
tion may lead to serious results. 


The foal will learn to eat In a very short 


time, and when left alone should have fresh 
sweet grain and a bucket of fresh water al- 


ways In the stall. The mare should noon b*l 
able to work all day. and both she and her 
offspring will become accustomed to this! 
routine. 
The grain allowance should be' 
made ample for both of them until weaning' 
time. — By E. A. Trowbridge, Assistant Pro-

"Cleanliness, cold and freshness must be 
constantly borne In mind In dealing with 
milk In all stages of Its care, from the cow 
to the consumer. 
They are Just as Impor- 
tant for us to carry out In our own house* 
as In its care at any other time, for how- 
ever clean and good milk may be when It is 
sold to us, if may readily become so con- 
taminated afterward as to be not only unfit 
for use, but dangerous In the extreme. The 
reverse, also, however, holds true, tor no 
matter what subsequent care may be taken 
of milk, if it has once become polluted It Is 
henceforth fit for nothing but to be cast out" 


CLEANLINESS IN MILKING 


B 


EFORE the milking begins, the sides and 


udders of the 
cows are carefully 


brushed, thus preventing dirt and dust from 
falling Into the milk. The milking Is done 
. with clean, dry bands; to milk with wet fin- 
gers would be extremely filthy. As soon as 
the milk I* drawn from the cow It is strained 
through a wire gause and three thicknesses 
of cheese cloth. All the milk utensils are 
thoroughly t leaned after being used, by first 
washing them In hike-warm water, next In 
hot water, and then they are scalded In boll- 
Ing water. Every dish or cloth employed In 
connection with the milk is put in a clean 
place, where there Is a circulation of pure 
air, after being used. This Is of the utmost 
Importance.

CUTTING BACK YOUNG TREES 
pXPERIENCB. as well as reason, shows 
•*-» that It Is well, in setting trees, to cut 
off a part of the top to correspond with 
the root, which Is unavoidably cut off and 
Injured to some extent in taking up the tree. 
Surely, no one after a moment's reflection 
can fall to see that the root which has to 
supply food*and water to the entire top, will 
be mor«. heavily taxed than the root which 
supplies only a part of the original top or 
head of the tree. Tet there are thousands 
of trees set out every year without having 
the tops pruned back oven to the slightest 
extent Examples of these are seen every 
day, especially among those who are new 
at the fruit growing business and are lack- 
Ing In both experience and wisdom. 


But pruning Is unnatural, they say. Very 
true; so Is transplanting. Man's object In 
fruit growing Is the production and im- 
provement of the edible portion of the fruit 
Nature's object Is the production of seed for 
the continuation of the species. 
As their 


objects differ, so, necessarily, do their meth- 
ods differ. 


Some who think it Is wrong, or unneces- 
sary to cut back trees when planting, can 
show you trees that are apparently doing 
well and that were not cut back when plant- 
ed. They can also, at the same time, point 
convincingly to a tree which has been cut 
back when set and later died. Although 
their chances are less, trees may grow with- 
out being cut back. The point is that they 
will do better if cut back. On the other 
hand, trees do die which were judiciously 
pruned when planted, but they do not die 
from the pruning. 
They would probably 


have died sooner had they not been pruned. 


A great many factors enter Into the de- 
termination of just how a tree should be cut 
back. In this article only a general rule can 
be given. 
Only three to five of the best 


limbs should be left on a tree, and these 
should be cut back to eight or twelve Inches 
making the cut Just beyond a sound bud.' 
which points In the direction in which the 
limb should grow. AH trees should be kept 
low headed. Be careful not to cut off the 
lower limbs, when It is not necessary as 
they are usually the very ones to be left 
The lowest limb should be from eighteen to 
twenty-four Inches from the ground. If the 
tree has been pruned so that the top is much 
higher than this, it is usually best to cut 
the entire top off about three feet from the 
ground and depend upon forming the top 
from limbs which come out below this 
point. 


Peach trees can stand more severe prun- 
ing than either cherry or apple. Peach trees 
should generally be cut off about eighteen 
Inches from the ground, and If there are any 
branches below this point, they should be 
cut back to the first or second bud. Cher- 
ries and plums need practically no pruning 1 
except to cut the branches off a foot or so ' 


Pear Blight and Its Control 


«T>EAR blight" is also known as "fire 


•*• blight" 
"blossom 
blighfc" 
"twig 


blight" etc., obtaining the names from the 
parts affected, but all produced by the same 
organism. 
At times it is so destructive 


that entire orchards are wiped out. while In 
other canes trees are checked to such an 
extent that very nttle or no fruit will be 
developed. 


Remedies of various kinds have been tried, 


but nearly all of them have failed to give 
satisfactory results. In recent years, how- 
ever, scientists have discovered the organism 
responsible for the trouble and nave suc- 
ceeded In finding methods by which the dis- 
ease can be reduced to a minimum, thus 


pear growing back on the list as a 


profitable industry. 


The question that confronts us la— shall 


we allow the disease to remain the owner 
of Infested trees and grounds, or shall we 
try to get the upper hand of the trouble by 
destroying all old and badly Infested or- 
chards that are regular incubating places of 
the blight and then plant new orchards, se- 
lecting varieties that are resistant to some 
degree, and fight the disease with the utmost 
vigilance when again making its appear- 
ance T 


Since the pear is a fruit that can be used 


for various purposes, and since more light 
has been thrown upon the nature and life 
history of the trouble it would seem that the 
Industry should be renewed with increased 
efforts. 


Before going into the methods of con- 
trolling the blight, let us discuss the nature 
and life history of the organism causing the 
trouble. 


Pear blight is caused by a bacteria, scien- 


tifically known as bacillus amylovorus, and 
la itself a microscopic plant The organism 
is so small that according to measurements 
made by Professor H. H. Whetzel of Cornell 
university, it takes 2,000 of them to make one 
linear inch. 


The organism passes tfie winter in the 
cankers in the bark of the trunk and limbs 
of the tree, confining itself principally to the 
margin next to the healthy bark. Sometimes 
living bacteria can be found in blighted 
twigs and shoots at this time of the year. 


In the spring, when the weather turns 


warm and the sap of the tree begins to flow, 
the bacteria spread to the cambium layer, 
where they Increase so rapidly that the 
bark of the tree splits and a white sticky 
syrup oozes out. This ooze is of a sweetish 
nature and contains thousands of the disease 
producing bacteria. Wasps, flies and other 
needs are attracted by it, and on account of 
ts sticky nature will adhere to parts of 
their oody-to be disseminated to blossoms 
of various kinds. 
The bacteria reproduce 


rapidly in the nectar of the blossoms, and 


tlon for this purpose Is one part corrosive 
sublimate to 1.000 parts water. This material 
is very poisonous and the bottle containing 
It should be labeled to that effect 
During the growing season it is well to 


inspect the orchard once a week, cutting out 
all parts showing signs of blight collecting 
them In a sack and burning them as soon 
as possible. 
Trees In the neighborhood of the orchard, 


subject to this disease, should either be re- 
moved or treated with the pruning knife 
similar to the method used in the orchard. 
Never forget the disinfecting of the pruning 
knife before going to the next tree. /There 
is danger of disseminating bacteria to healthy 
tissues. 


Badly Infested orchards should be entirely 


destroyed and the land used for other crops 
for several years. If a new orchard Is to be 
planted it should be located as far as pos- 
sible from the old field so as not to be sub- 
ject to organism that may have remained on 
plants near the old grounds. 


The new orchard or new trees In the old 
orchard consist of a resistant variety and 
they must be carefully watched for signs of 
blight As soon as blight appears on them 
the pruning knife should be resorted to. 
Varieties that are resistant to a large extent 
are dutchees, kiefer, seckle and anjou. 


Nitrogenous fertilizers, such as barn yard 
manure and nitrates make a large amount of 
tender growth subject to blight. It should 
therefore not be used until it la known for a 
certainty that the blight has been exter- 
minated.

st«m and work their way down Into 


the twlf. The blossom and flower stems die, 
turn black and we have a case of "blossom 
blight." Where the bacteria develop in the 
nectar of blossoms of plants that are not 
subject to the disease they will remain there 
until removed by bees and other insects, 
that carry them to pear blossoms in making 
their trips for nectar. 


Plant lice and other insects crawling over 


the ooze will carry the bacteria to young 
shoots and twigs, where they will at once 
enter and work their way down, killing these 
parts, thus giving us what we call "twig 
blight." Bacteria are disseminated to green 
fruit by insects sucking ooze and then feed- 
Ing upon the young fruit 
In this case we 


have "fruit blight" 
It will be noted that 


the origin of each different part infected Is 
the same. 


Besides pear trees, the blight attacks the 


apple, quince, plum, apricot, mountain ash, 
•hawthorn and other members of the apple 
family, but it Is very seldom that the trouble 
is as serious on the above, as It is upon 
pear trees. Not all pear trees are affected 
alike. It being observed that some are sus- 
ceptible to the disease while a few are almost 
able to resist the malady. 


The following are more frequently and 


severely attacked: Bartlett, Flemish beauty 
and Clapp's favorite; 
while the duchess, 


kiefer, seokle and anjou are able to resist 
the trouble to a large degree. 


Trees that make a rapid and vigorous 


growth as a result of belnjf well fed by fer- 
tilizers and well cultivated are more easily 
Injured by blight than trees making a slow 
growth and producing short and well-ma- 
tured limbs. 


Pear blight Is also more Injurious In warm 


and moist localities than it is in dry, cool 
and sunny sections. 


Since we know the cause of the blight 


disease, the proper step to take IB to re- 
move the cause where possible. 
This Is 


done by removing with a good sharp pruning 
knife. Infested portions of the tree while in 
its dormant stage. 
Cankers should be cut 


out and the wound painted with a good dis- 
infectant 
Bllxhted twigs and shoots should 


b« cut out and burned, always cutting well 
Into to* heatlhv tissues 
Whenever a twls 


Is cut or a canker trimmed otit, the wound. 
as wMI ft* <he knife, should lie wlp«d off 
with UM d!*iafe«ua« solution. A good torn* 


BLOAT IN CATTLE 
that alfalfa and other green feed 


Is coming on, bloat or tympany, of the 


rumen, will begin to deplete the herds. In 
spite of the accurate knowledge possessed by 
most cattle owners In regard to this subject 
there are still those who will turn hungry 
cattle from dry feed Into a field 'of young 
alfalfa, and then wonder why they die so 
quickly. 


A good rule, followed by most men. when 


a green pasture is to be used for the first 
time, is to let the cattle fill up on dry hay 
first and then, after the dew is off, turn the 
animals Into the pasture for a short time, 
better ^lot more than a half hour the first 
day. 


During the first few days It is good policy 


to watch them closely. A trocar near at hand 
at this time will be found to be worth more 
than a hundred stored away In some veterin- 
arian's case. If any animal bloats seriously, 
do not hesitate to tap, as usually time is only 
wasted In giving medicine. The other ani- 
mals must be removed Immediately. 


No farmer should be without a trocar In 


this case, because even though he be within 
reach of a veterinarian, time will ordinarily 
not permit him to be of any use, as the ani- 
mal will likely die before the veterinarian 
can reach the place. 


A great variety of drugs has been used 


to stop the bloating, with more or lens suc- 
cess, but usually. In these acute cases from 
green feed, the troca is the only remedy that 
can be depended upon. 


Th« location for tapping Is not nearly ao 


difficult to find as some suppose. Most any- 
where between the hip bone and the lust rib, 
on the left side, will do, as It Is well to keep 
In mind that the organ you are trying to tup 
ordinarily holds from forty to sixty gallons. 
About half way between these two point* is

COST OF BAD ROADS 
IF YOU want to know what bad roads cost 


the country as a whole, keep in mind that 


American farmers are paying 23 cents a ton 
for hauling, when European farmers are 
paying 7 to 9 cents. 
Now the interstate 


commerce report shows that the railroads 
yearly haul 266,000,000 tons of farm produce, 
and that the average haul from farm to mar- 
ket for the whole country is nine and a 
fraction miles. Put the cost of hauling at a 
round $2 a ton for a nine miles and you 
have the cost of hauling farm produce at a 
round half billion dollars a year. Half that 
cost is waste, solely owing to bad roads, 
•ays Collier's Weekly.

of $5,000 a mile. 
Though macadam roads 


sometimes exceed that figure, owing to spe- 
cial differences of swamp or bridge work, on 
easy grades near the source of the rock bed, 
the a\erage has come as low as $2,000; in 
New Jersey, for Instance. 


With access to market and best ruling 


prices, net returns Increase and farm lands 
jump in value. It is an actual fact wher- 
ever good roads have gone, land has in- 
creased in value from $2 to $9 an acre. In 
Jackson county, Alabama, a bond Issue of 
$250.000 built 125 miles of macadam road. 
The selling price of land from $6 to $15 be- 
fore the road was built. On the completion, 
land values went up from $15 to $25. In 
Bradley county, Tennessee, land values ad- 
vanced from $9 to $15 and $30. 


Another curious but perfectly natural re- 


sult of good roads Is population. Buyers buy 
more readily when they can market easily. 
Take these figures. 


In twenty-five counties, where there w»» 


only 1.5 per cent of Improved roads, the 
population decreased in the. ten years from 
1890 to 1900, a total of 77,800. 


In twenty-five counties, whera 40 per 


cent of the roads were Improved, the popu- 
lation Increased In the same period 778,000. 


Thn effect of good roads on nchool at- 


tendance ne"ds no proof. In the five states 
having the best roads the average attendance 
Is 77 per cent of enrcllment 
In the five 


state* hAvIng th* f»w»t (food roads the at- 
tendance *\"er*r>c* only 5» per cent 


With thene tlruros on schools.

DOCTOR HAS NUT FARM 


JUT ANY doctors have the farming hobby. 


• •"•*• but there Is one In this city who. ha* 
chosen as a distraction from ;he cares of a 
big practice the raising of nuts, says ths'New 
York Times. This Is Dr. Robert Tuttle Mor- 
ris, a visiting physician of the Post-Gradu- 
ate hospital and one of the discoverers of 
appendlal gastralgia, a form of appendicitis 
due to degeneration of the appendix. 


Dr. Morris took Mp some years ago the 


growing of nuts. He- says $40,000 a year can 
be made out of a 200->acre nut farm and that 
there is not a single deserted farm In thlSi 
state which if given over to nut cultivation 
would not yield $100 an acre. Nuts are one 
of the as yet unappreciated foodstuffs of the 
future, Mr. Morris says, and their cultiva- 
tion is the solution of the abandoned farm 
evil. 


Dr. Morris Is very busy six days a week 


in his Madison avenue office and at the hos- 
pital. But his seventh day Is almost always 
spent on his 400-acare farm In the Miamus 
valley in Connecticut 
Merrlbrooke is the 


name of the farm, and 200 acres are given 
to the raising of flowers and horticultural 
experimentation. ' JSut the other 200 acres 
have been planted with all kinds of nut trees. 
some of which are very rare, having come 
from all sorts of out of the way corners and 
nooks of the world. 


The trees are not allowed tn pursue the 


ordinary tenor of their wajs. either. They 
are hybridized and grafted by their medical 
cultivator, and this leads to many interesting 
results 
Dr. Morris hasn't evolved any new 


nut types yet but. IDce every other amateur' 
cultivator, h* always is trying to do so. 


Some of the trees he has brought from 


Europe when he has been attending foreign 
medical conferences. Most of them he has 
obtained from fellow scientists and other 
nut cultivators In various parts of the world.

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BOVINETUBERCULOSIS 
THE rapidity with which tuberculosis 


spreads in a herd of cattle upon the in- 


troduction of a tuberculous animal varies 
greatly, but that the spread may be 
rapid was demonstarted a few years ago a 
the experiment station of the bureau of an 
imal industry by exposing seven healthy 
three tuberculous cattle in a large, well • 
ventilated stable. At the end of six months 
the entire seven originally healthy cattle 
had 
become 
Infected 
with 
the disease. 


While this rapidity of transmission may be 
quicker than usual, as a rule It does not 
take long for the disease, once it is Intro- 
duced into a herd, to affect a large propor- 
tion of the animals. The one fact always 
to be borne In mind is that the Introduction 
of tuberculous cattle Into healthy herds is 
the real, responsible cause for the increasing 
prevalence of tuberculosis among dairy 
cows. 


PREVENTING RUN-OFFS 


the run-off of water by 


embankments has been practiced by 


Freemen Thorpe of Hubert Minn- for flf- 
teen years.. Trees handled by this system 
made twice the growth as compared to those 
grown la the ordinary way. He also claims 
that much larger crops are grown on the em- 
bankment system. 


This system consists In plowing parallel 
to the contours of the land, and making the 
back fur-ows rather high, so that they will 
hold the -water Instead of allowing it to fl«w 
off. These embankments must also be close 
enough together so as to hold all the r"n-off. 
Wher. necessary, plow twice, throwing the 
furrows en the same back furrow, or use the 
disk to enlarge it 
These back furrows Are 


left so that all kinds of machinery can pass 
over them easily. 


It is common experience that the crop 


grows best in the low places, at least if the 
water does not stand on It and the land 
is not alkali. By this embankment system 
the low places are distributed all over the 
farm. Holding the water and the plant food 
•where it is needed and not allowing It to run 
Into the low places, where too much of H ac- 
cumulates, so that It often becomes too wet 
for crops to do their best and the plant food 
becomes unbalanced so that the crop is In- 
clined to go to straw. 


On Mr. Thorpe's farm the land handled In 


this way showed more humus and a much 
darker color than similar land handled In the 
ordinary way. 


Care must be exercised in using this sys- 


tem to have the embankment high and close 
enough together so as to hold all the run-off. 
else if the water Is accumulated and then 
breaks through the embankment It would be 
liable to gully. 


It is a sort of terracing, with the cost 


reduced to a minimum. Mr. Thorpe ha* cer- 
tainly good results to show for the sys- 
tem. and might it not be worth a trial T

paya (pronounced in Spanish pa-ple-ya). Al-
